by Col. H arm an G. Halvarson, 
Riverside County Disaster Coun­ 
cil who will be in the Village 
for the make-believe alert. 
"The siren will sound after 6 
p. m.” Rink said, "but the exact 
moment 
of 
its sounding 
has 
been left 
to the discretion of 
Col. Halvarson. The reason for 
this announcement is so that 
Villagers will not become u n ­ 
duly alarm ed and to quell fears 


that 
an 
enem y 
nation 
has 
dropped an atomic bomb some­ 
where on the coast.”

passed down the line of men 
clinging to the bluff and the 
Village lad was placed in it and 
brought up from the rocks. 
It took two hours for the res 
cucrs to complete the 
daring 
rescue and return, themselves, 
to the top of the bluff. 
The accident and rescue oc 
curred 
Sunday 
at. 
El 
beach near Laguna.

Council to Get 


Civil Service 


Plan Sept- 6 


An attempt to place the issue 
of civil service on the city coun­ 
cil's agenda for consideration at 
its meeting September 6 is going 
to be made, according to Saul 
Ruskin, local attorney handling 
details of the plan. 
Yesterday Ruskin said that a 
petition bearing approximately 
200 names of property owners 
and voters will be placed before 
council for perusal and two or 
more plans outlining the type 
of civil service used in other 
cities and communities the size 
of Palm Springs will be sub­ 
mitted for study. 
"WE PLANNED to place the 
matter in the hands of council- 
men for consideration at the Au­ 
gust lfi session of council but 
have decided not to do so in 
deference to the wishes of Mayor 
Charles Farrell." Ruskin said. 
Mayor Farrell had asked that 
all issues of importance be held 
over to the September 6 meeting 
of the Council because three 
members will be away on vaca­ 
tions on August 16. 
RUSKIN REITERATED that civ- 
lD service will not cost the tax­ 
p ay ers “one red cent and should 
not be eonfuspd with a proposed 
retirement plan explored by the 
city more than three years ago 
and which may be re-opened 
for study.” 
"The latter plan will cost ap­ 
proximately $30,000 as an initial 
expenditure. I understand,” Rus­ 
kin said, "and a tax assessment 
against property amounting to 
nearly li cents.”

County Tax Committee officers 
this week told county super­ 
visors again that they should 
eliminate $200,000 that has been 
set aside in Ihe county budget 
this year to erect huildings and 
buy land. 
Last Friday supervisors had 
told the county tax committee 
Ithat it wasn't their fault that 
taxes are higher, Supervisors 
who have voted for the $200,000 
item pointed out that this year's 
record-breaking ta* rate would 
he lower than last year's if the 
passage of Proposition Two had 
not unloaded heavy welfare costs 
on the county. 
WILLIAM WYBOURN, chair­ 
m an of the Tax Committee, is­ 
sued a courteous statement Mon­ 
day night. It said, in effect, that 
the supervisors had missed the 
point. 
"County supervisors who gave 
Ihe press a statement the other 
day showed how they had re­ 
duced taxes this year apparently 
have misunderstood the position 
of the County Tax Committee. 
Tlie Tax Committee recognizes 
that all of the members of the 
board of supervisors have done a 
conscientious job during the bud 
get hearings this year in trying 
to keep the tax rate down and 
commend them for the eftort. 
"HOWEVER, the tax committee 
does have a serious disagreement 
with those members of the board 
who feel there should be in­ 
cluded in this year's budget a 
substantial amount for the erec­ 
tion of permanent buildings and 
the purchase of land. 
“The committee q u e s t i o n s 
whether it is proper in any year 
to attempt to pay for permanent 
building and land from current 
tax income. But they feel par­ 
ticularly in a year when the 
total tax rate Is going to be sub­ 
stantially incrcaseed it is very 
unfair to the taxpayers to put a 
substantial amount in the hud 
get for buildings and lands. 
"IN OTHER WORDS, the com 
miltee believes that permanent 
buildings and land should be 
paid for by bond issues. We be­ 
lieve that the burden for paying 
for such capital outlays should 
be spread as much as possible 
so that the people who will even­ 
tually make use of such facilities 
will pay a portion of the cost. 
“The ‘pay-as-you-go' theory of- 
taxation certainly has its limita­ 
tions and was never intended to 
apply to building and lands. 
“We recognized that there are 
also limitations on the use of 
bond issues because of the ex­ 
pense of elections and olther ex­ 
penses involved in issuing bonds. 
However, when our country is 
contemplating projects such as 
when our country is cotemplating 
county building for I n d i o , a 
county building for Hemet, a 


large warehouse at the county 
yard, and a radio building for 
the sheriff it would seem that 
a building bond issue would be 
the perferred method of financ­ 
ing. 
"BOND ISSUES losl favor dur­ 
ing the depression. This was be­ 
cause of the fact that many m u­ 
nicipal corporations abuse the 
use of bond issues during the 
wild financing days of the '20s 
and those bond issues had to be 
paid off in the highpriced dollars 
of the depression '3ns. 
I “However, there has been a 
substantial amount of legislation 
passed since the '20s which pre­ 
vent abuses of bond issues in the 


manner in which they were 
abused in those days. 
"ALSO. INTEREST rates are 
now lower on bond issues than 
they were then. Therefore, we 
should insist that our county 
government give consideration to 
this method of financing in order 
that the burden of meeting the 
future requirements of the county 
government for permanent build­ 
ings and land will not all be 
thrown on today's taxpayers." 
The decision comes August 14 
—next Monday. That’s when the 
supervisors will hold a final pub­ 
lic hearing before they vote on 
the adoption of the budget. 
The $200,000 means a differ­ 
ence of ten cents on the tax rate. 
Supervisors Claim State 
Responsible for Tax Hike 
Three supervisors claimed over 
the weekend that the board was 
not responsible for tax rises and 
blamed the state Their answer 
was under fire of the County Tax 
Committee which claimed they 
are dodging the issue. 
The supervisors’ defense was 
released in a statement by Super 
visor William Slape. 
"Outside of the welfare pro­ 
gram. over which we have no 
control, the board of supervis­ 
ors reduced the county budget 
more than five cents per $100 of 
assessed valuation.” he said. 
Supervisors Floyd Oilmore and 
Collis Mayflower joined him in 
the statement. 


County Auditor R a y H i c k s 
pointed out that an increase of 
48 cents in the tax rate for wel­ 
fare purposes much more than 
offset decreases in other depart­ 
ments. 
The tentative tax rate for 1950­ 
31 is now $1.93 as compared with 
$1.50 last year. Total amount to 
be raised by taxes this year is 
$4,363,379 compared to $3,427,134 
last year. 
The budget shows decreases 
in the general fund, general re­ 
serve, county fair and airports. 
Increases are shown in Welfare, 
salaries and employees’ liability 
and retirement funds.

JONES URGES BUDGET CUT 
the rate is 43 cents or 30 per 
cent above last year’s $1.50 rate. 
The property owner who paid 
$200 in taxes last year would pay 
$260 this year if the budget is 
left unchanged. 
JONES DECLARED that one 
reason for the sky-rocketing 
county government costs is the 
creation and maintenance of too 
many departments and special 
services that do not benifit the 
average taxpayer. He would cut 
the budget of these departments 
and require them to live within 
the money set aside for them. 
He also extended an invitation 
to taxpayers to be present at 
next Monday’s county budget 
hearing. 
"TAXPAYERS can rest assured 
that unless they do turn out or 
write supervisors at the August 
14 budget hearing, joining in a 
concentration protest, they will 
pay around 30 per cent more tax 
this year than last " he said. 
"If Proposition No. 4 had not 


, been repealed last year. Ihe 
county tax rate would be five 
cents lower than during the 1949­ 
50 years.” he said. “But the coun­ 
ty can offset some of this in­ 
crease by pruning the airport, 
planning commission and pound- 
master budgets and hv eliminat­ 
ing $200,000 of the $10(1,000 in Ihe 
budget for capital outlay pur­ 
poses." 
MOST OF THE $200,000 is to be 
used for county branch buildings 
at Indio and Hemet. 
.Iones said the county airport 
commission budget for three 
years, including the amount al- 
loted this year, amounts to $142.­ 
296 and they have not received 
$20,000 in revenue in that time. 
He Insisted Ihe other two de­ 
partments—planners and pound- 
master—could operate on re­ 
duced budgets. 
Jones closed his statement with 
the remark that tax payers must 
unite in protest if they are to 
have a "tax rate they can live 
with."

Supervisors Still Set the Tax Rate 


(R iverside Enterprise) 
Last Friday Supervisor Slape (with 
Gilmore 
and 
M ayflower 
concurring) 
cam e up with w hat was described as an 
answer to the County Tax Com m ittee's 
proposal for a tax cut. It proved to be no 
answer at all. 
The exchange has gone som ething 
like this: 
TAX COMMITTEE: Taxes have been 
altogether too high and this year’s even- 
higher rate will be alm ost unbearable. 
You can cut it by elim inating all out­ 
lays for new constimction. This should 
be taken care of by bond issues anyw ay. 
SUPERVISORS: (the three of them, 
in F riday’s statem ent). It isn ’t our fault 
that taxes are higher. We didn't have 
anything to do with it. Proposition No. 
2 unloaded some heavy welfare costs on 
us. That's w hat caused the increase. 
W e’d like to jump into this discus­ 
sion to the extent of pointing out that 
the Supervisors have made no answ er at 
all to the contention of the com m ittee 
that expenditures for new construction 
can properly be elim inated from the bud­ 
get. This isn’t a question of w hy taxes 
are so high: it’s a question of w hether 
they can’t be reduced. The com m ittee 
says they can be, and carefully explains 


how; the Supervisors go off on a tangent. 
One would gather from the Super­ 
visors’ statem ent that the welfare costs 
are som ething new, an unwanted child 
left at their doorstep, one they had never 
seen before. A ctually the County bore 
these costs up until last year when the 
State took them over; now they're back 
again, and have grown larger in the 
m eantime. 
The Supervisors m ake the point that 
it is the return of these costs which is 
going to boost taxes. But rlid taxes go 
down last year when the State carried 
the load? 
Those who pay them know that they 
hit a new high. 
Of course there are many com pli­ 
cating factors in this picture. The past 
few years have brought Federal and 
State legislation which would have made 
it difficult if not im possible for any 
Board to have held the line on taxes. 
But it's unfair for the Supervisors to 
point their fingers at the State and try 
to give the impression that the State 
alone 
is 
responsible 
for 
high 
taxes. 
T hey’re still in the picture. 
They're the only ones who can say 
yes or no to the tax com m ittee's plan 
for cutting your tax bill. 


Fundamental Dumbness

Com m unists are clever but not in­ 
telligent. This is unavoidable and ines­ 
capable. A lack of common sense is the 
prior 
essential 
to 
acceptance 
of 
the 
com m unist religion. 
Their fundam ental dum bness w as il­ 
lustrated in the forcing of the Korean 
situation. For five years the Kremlin 
had m aneuvered to reduce the United 
N ations to im potencv. The Korean ad­ 
venture revived the UN within five days. 
It re-cem ented an alliance of the dem o­ 
cratic nations of the world w hich had 
begun to crack into quarreling segm ents. 
W ithin two w eeks of the opening of hos­ 
tilities im portant w eaknesses in A m eri­ 
can m ilitary planning were exposed. It, is 
costing us much less in men. m oney, and 
m aterial to learn about them in Korea 
than would have been the case if they 
had not been exposed until we were en ­ 
gaged in a m ajor conflict. 
For five years and longer Am ericans 
had been led to believe that the next 
war could be won largely by science and 
m achines. The atom ic bomb and super­ 
sonic airplanes cost trem endously in dol­ 
lars but they would avoid the cost in 
lives of m en fighting on the ground. It 
w as old-fashioned to say that all m ili­ 
tary effort, should be directed funda­ 
m entally toward supporting the ground 
soldier. The new concept was that the 
m an on the ground was prim arily needed 
to support the airplane and its load of 
atom ic bombs. The surface fleet, the 
floating airfield on a carrier's deck were 
obsolete. It w as an attractive picture. 
But it neglected a highly im portant point 
— it takes two people to fight a war! 
U nless you are w illing to be the aggres­ 
sor you hape to fight, not your kind of 
war, but the other fellow's kind of war. 
A fter w eeks or m onths you may gain the 
initiative but in the early, som etim es 
crucial stages of the conflict you fight 
under conditions selected by the aggres­ 
s o r — conditions 
carefully 
selected 
to 
cause you the m ost em barrassm ent. 
In Korea, there is no target w orthy of 
the atom ic bomb. To use one there would 
result in useless carnage of non-com bat­ 


ants that would divorce from us the sup­ 
port of the peoples of the world. This is 
equally true over vast areas of possible 
future conflict with the slaves of the 
Kremlin. 
The jet airplanes of which we have 
been so proud are of small value in 
Korea. There are no convenient airfields 
and small chance to build them. Flying 
weather is bad, ceilings low. This, too, 
is true over vast areas of the globe where 
the Kremlin m ight choose to m ake us 
fight. On clear days the fast-m oving jets 
have shown little ability to disable slow- 
m o v i n g tanks or piston-engined Yak 
planes. M aking one pass at the target, 
the jets require three or four m inutes to 
turn and return for another attack— 
ample tim e for ground 
columns 
and 
tanks to disperse. Heavier tanks than we 
would have thought possible are being 
used by the com m unists, and the Russian 
armor is proving less vulnerable to our 
anti-tank w eapons than we had expected. 
The floating airfields provided by the 
"obsoleted” 
N avy’s carriers 
are 
now 
pressed into much-needed service and 
the support of “obsolete” piston-engined 
planes is being stridently demanded by 
the troops on the ground who, as in all 
past wars, are carrying the brunt of the 
battle. 
And here is the other lesson the com­ 
m unists have taught us— the soldier on 
the ground is still the decisive factor in 
the kind of war the men of the Kremlin 
intend to make us fight. Neither moun­ 
tain nor swamp, fog nor heat, keeps him 
from the fight. Give him his rifle, mor­ 
tar, recoilless gun, a sack of grenades 
and canned rations, and he will go any­ 
where. Put him on a horse that, like him, 
can live off the country if it is imprac­ 
ticable to keep gas and oil up front— he 
w ill fight the war for you. 
The Korean episode may remain a 
minor incident in our m ilitary history. 
It may prove to be the beginning of 
World W ar III. In either case, the dic­ 
tators in the Kremlin have outsmarted 
them selves. They have given us an ob­ 
ject lesson and an opportunity to correct 
deficiencies in our m ilitary planning be­ 
fore too great harm has been done.
